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'”J"''HIS  book  is  nowhere  else  mentioned  than  in  Nagler’s  Monogrammisten  (II.,  p.  682).  The  title  page  spécifiés  that  the  designs 
were  ail  taken  from  the  works  of  Thuraine  and  Le  Hollandois,  these  two  men  being  gun-makers  to  the  King  (arquebuziers 
ordinaires  de  sa  Majesté).  The  word  works  means  of  course  the  ornamental  work  with  which  they  had  decorated  actual  weapons; 
and  the  name  of  Jacquinet,  given  as  that  of  the  engraver,  is  only  known  from  its  appearance  in  this  book.  Several  other  names 
which  occur  on  the  plates  seem  to  be  those  of  locksmiths  or  gunmakers  at  Paris,  who  probably  patronised  the  engraver’s  undertaking. 
The  imprint  States  that  the  book  was  to  be  sold  chez  les  autheurs ,  by  which  it  is  no  doubt  intended  to  indicate  Thuraine,  Le  Hollandois, 
and  Jacquinet.  The  letter  F  appears,  as  designer  probably,  on  the  second  plate  of  the  sériés,  which  contains,  in  ail,  sixteen.
